2. Regarding claims 1-14, the prior art fails to teach or suggest in a multi-user FWA 
(Fixed wireless Acess) communications system in which a plurality of subscriber 
stations are operable to communicate by way of radio links with network infrastructure 
to which a correspondent node is coupled, an improvement of apparatus for handling a 
call of selected call-type is selectably originated at a selected subscriber station of the
